' Befiars, I am perſuaded, that Tyros in the Latin can be very little 
aff/ted, even by Literal Tranſlations, if the words of the Original 
are not reduced into the order of Conſtruction to correſpond wks the 
Verſion ; except they be ſuppoſed already to know what even that de- 
ed to infiraft them in; namely, the right ranging of the Words 


end their Signification : indeed if theſe Points are gained before-hand, 


the ufe of the Tranſlation immediately ceaſes, And, indeed, we have 
not a more certain nor ready Criterion, by which we can kntw the Na-

AcRrtGENTUM, Or Aprigas, a 
City of Sicily, was reckoned the 
Next to Syracuſe, and had 200,000 
Inhabitants; was built 600 Years 
before Chriſt, by the Citizens of 
Gela, now Terra Nova, and has 
not quite loſt its Name, being till 
called Gergenti by Geographers, 
and Giorgenti by the Sicilians.

vergne in France,

together; divided from Europe by 
the River Tanais and the Zgean 
Sea; from A/rick by the River 
Nile.

Carre, a City of Meſopotamia, 
by the Hebrews called Charan near 
Heren. Here Abraham dwelt ; and 


here Craſſus the Roman and bis 


whole Army was miſerably routed. 
CaRTHAGO, Carthage, the chief 
City of Africh, and the Rival of 
Rome, built by Queen Did. It 
was a powerful and flouriſhing 
Common-wealth, till at laſt, after 
a long Conteſt with the Roman 
State for the Maſtery, in the third 
Punick War it was utterly ſubdued 
by Scipic, hence called Africanus; 
and the City itſelf, by order ot the 
Senate, quite razed and demoliſhed. 
In the Emperor Aarian's Time it 
was rebuilt, and from him called 
Adrianopolis, and became an Arch- 
biſhoprick under the Chriſtian Em- 
perors. The Saracens again Tui- 
ned it entirely, and out of its Ruins 
grew a neighbouring City, Tunis, at 
about fifteen Miles diſtance. 
CATALANUM, the Name of 
two Cities in France, one in Cham- 
paigne, called Chaalons; the other 


Inhabitants were called Catalauni. 


CaTaNa, a City of Sicily, at 


the foot of Mount tna, forty 
Miles North of Syracuſe; it was 


almoſt intirely ruined by an Earthß- 


quake in the Year 1693; it gives 
name to the neighvouring Gulph. 

CaTT1, a People of Germany, in 
the Landgravate of Heſen: From 
whom alſo Carwick in the Low- 
Countries had its Name. 

CELTIBERIA, in the Country 
of Arragon, in Spain; the People 
are called Celtiberi. 

CHarcepon, Calcitia, once a 
large City of Bithynia, where the 
fourth general Council was held in 
the Year of Chriſt 453, to refute 
the Hereſy of Neſforius; it is now 
a Village on the 4/iazick Coaſt of 
the Black-Sea, over-againſt Con- 
AHantinople, near Scutaret. 


C1LICla, a Province of Afia 


the Leſs, now called Caramania, 
in the South-part of Natzha, 
ſtretching itſelf from Eaſt to Weſt 
along the Mediterranean, over- 
againſt Cyprus; the Roman Gar- 
ment worn by the Soldiers and Sea- 
men, made of Goats Skins, was 
invented by the Cilicians, and 
thence called Cz/icium. It had its 
Name from Cilix. | 

CIMBEIA, Part of the Country 
now called Denmark; the People 
were called Cimbri, Men of vaſt 
Fodies and dreadful Looks ; they 
made an Inroad into Lady, witn 
a deſign to tike Rome, but were 
beaten and routed by Marius. 

CLyPEaA, Zapbaran, a City of 
Afric&. 

Colcyis, a Country of Ala, 
near Pontus, having on the Weſt 
the Ecxine Sea, on the Eaft Ie 
ria, on the South Armenia: It is 
now called Mengrelia In this Coun- 


try 
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try reigned tes, from whom Jaſon 
and the Argonauts, by the help of 
Meda, fetched the golden Fleece. 
This Land is full of Poiſons, which 
gave occaſion to the Poets, who 
relate many Stories of the Witch- 
crafts of Medea, who herſelf is 
hence ſtiled Colchis. 

Comacena, or Comagene, A- 
zar, the North. part of Syria in 
Ala the Leſs, between the River 
Euphrates and Mount Aman. 

ConsTANTINOPOLIS, Conflan- 
finople, called the Port, the Seat 
of the Grand Seignior. Yide BY- 
ZANTIUM. | 

CoRixrRHus, Corinth, a famous 
City of Acbaia, placed in the 
Middle of the Jbmus, or narrow 
Streight going into Peloponneſus, or 
the Morea. It was a City much 
reſorted unto, on account of the 
| Havens it had towards the Ionian 
and Zgear Seas; whence it is call- 
ed Bimaris Corinthus, It abounded 
ſo much with Wealth, that the 
Romans ſuſpected its Greatneſs. 
The Corinthians being as inſolent 
as the other ſuſpicious, abuſed the 
Roman Ambaſſadors, and caſt U- 
rine upon their Heads, as they paſ- 
ſed thro' the City. Upon this 
Diſgrace the Romans ſent L. Mum- 
mius, who burnt the City, and 
raz'd it to the Ground. In the 
burning, ſo many rich and coſtly 
Statues of ſundry Sorts of Metals 
were melted, that thereof was found 
afterwards a kind of precious mix- 
ed Metal, called A, Corinthium, 
Corinthian Braſs, more eſteemed 
among the Romans than Silver. 


This City was afterwards rebuilt 


by Julius Cæſar, and got its for- 
mer Name. It was a Place once 
famous for the Profeſſion of Chri- 
/liazity ; but, of late it fell into 
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the hands of the Turk under Ma- 
homet the Second, and is now call. 
ed Coranto, but by the Turks Ge- 
reme. | 

Cox 10LI, a Town of Latium, 
on the Borders of the Volſci. 

\ Corsica, an Iſland in the Me- 
diterranean, between Sardinia and 
Italy, about eight Miles from the 
former. It is one hundred and ten 
Miles in Length, and two hun- 
dred and twenty-eight Miles in 


Circumference, one hundred Miles 


South of Genoa, to which Repub- 
lick it is now ſubject. It is full 
of Mountains, and not very po- 


pulous. 


CRETA, Crete, now called Can- 


ah, ſituate in the Mouth of the - 


gean Sea, between NHodes and Pe- 
loponnęſus. It is full of Mountains, 
and not very fertile; tho' the An- 
cients ſpeak of its hundred Cities. 
The Poets ſay, that Jupiter was 
nurſed and educated in this Iſle, 
whence all their Kings were of the 
ſame Name. 

CrRusTUMENUM, a Town of 
Tuſcany, on the Borders of the 
Country of the Veij. 

CTes1PHON, the Capital of the 
Parthian Kings in Aſſa, built by 
them three Miles from Seleucia, 
out of hatred to that City. 

CYRENE, Corzawo, a famous 
City of AÆgypt, in the Province of 


Pentapolis, now the Kingdom of 


Barca. 
Cyzicvs, Chifico Spiga, an Iſle 
and City in the White-Sea, or 


Sea of Marmora, between Aſia and 


Europe, and the Dardanella and 
the Streights of Conflantin:fle, 
twelve Leagues from Bur/a, It 
was ig old Times a Place of great 
Note, but is now very much run 
to Decay, 
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Dacia, a Country beyond Hun- 


gary, divided into Tragſilvania, 
Valachia and Moldawia. 

DaimaTla, the Province ſo 
called at this time, on the Aari- 
atick Sea, bounded on the Eaſt and 
North by Boſnia, on the South by 
Croatia, and on the Weſt by the 
Gulph of Venice. 

Daxus1vs, the greateſt River 

in Europe, called the Danube or 
| Danw; as it paſſeth by Hy- 
ricum, it changeth its Name, and 
is called Her: It receiveth into it 
ſixty more Rivers. It ariſeth in 
the lower fide of Germany out of 
the Hill Abeunon, and runs into 
the Euxine Sea, 
Darf RNE, a Village of Hria, 
the moſt noble Suburbs of Antioch, 
famous for the Worſhip of Apollo 
and Diana. 

DAR DANIA, Treas, or Troy, in 
Phrygia, built by Dardanus.

EpEssA, Orpha, a City of Di- 
arbeck, or Meſopotamia in Afia, be-

Eruksus, Aiaſolouc, a City of 
Jonia, once the Capital of Ala 


Minor, famous for the Temple of 


Diana, burnt by Heroſtratus, the 
Night that Alexander the Great 
was born. It is now reduced to a 
Village, tho' it has a good Port at 
the Mouth of the River Caraſon in 
the Archipelago, twenty five Miles 
Eaſt of the Iſle of Samos, and forty- 
five Miles South of Smyrna. There 
is alſo an Iſle in the Mie, of the 
ſame Name. 


Epikus, Camna, a Province of 
Greece, bordering North on Alba- 
nia, Eaſt on Theſſaly, South on 
Achaia, and Weſt on the Sea of 
Greece: It is divided into two 
Parts, Canina and Larta; the 
Turks are Maſters of all the Pro- 
vince, except the City Perga. 


EumENnia, a City of Phrygia 


the Greater, built by Eumenes. 
EuPHRATES, Eufrat, a cele-

GaLLia CELTICA, was bound- 
ed on the North by the Belpick 
Gaul, on the South by the Agui- 
tanicł and Gallia Narbonenſis, on the 
Weſt by the Ocean, and on the Eaſt 
by the Alps . 

GALLIA CisAL IVA, contain- 
ed all that Part of Jay, poſſeſt by 
the Gault. It was bounded on the 
North and Weſt by the Alps, on 
the South by the Mediterranean, 
and on the Eaſt by the River Arſa, 
which ſeparated it from Dalmatia; 
by the Aariatick, and the River 
Efino and Arvo, that divided it 
from the Country of the Piceni and 
Etruria.

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PrRANESTE, Paleſirina, one of 
the moſt noted Cities of Latium, on 
the Borders of the qui, twenty- 
two Miles from Rome, towards the 
Lake Fucinus, twelve Miles from 
Tivoli, fixteen from Anaqui, and 
twelve from Seguz ; it is ſtill a Bi- 
ſhop's See. The antient City, fa- 
. mous for its 'Temple of Fortune, 
flood on the Top of the Hill, 
where was the Caſtle, which Bonz- 
face the Eighth deſtroyed, and 
built another in the Valley near 
the River O/2. 


PVREN EI Montes, the Pyre- 


tes, Mountains of Spain, dividing 


it from France, ſtretching them-

RAVENNA, an ancient City of 
Tialy, in the Pope's Territories, 
Capital of Romagna, 45 Miles from 
Bologna, 109 Miles from Ancona, 
and 30 Miles from Rimini. It is 
of greateſt Note, for having been 
the Seat of the Exarchs, who 
governed /taly for the Greek Em- 
perors for about two Centuries. 
Ru TIA, the Country of the 
Griſons, It anciently extended from 
the Source of the Nhine to that of 
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the Drave, bordering South on 
Ciſalpine Gaul, and North on the 
Danube, which divided it from 
Germany. It was divided into two 
Parts; the firſt, or Rhætia Propria, 
was about the Alpes Rhetice and 
Tridentinæ, including what we 
now call Tirol, the Trentin, the 
Feltrin, the Belunois, and the Coun- 
try of the Gri/-ns : The ſecond was 
alſo called Vindelicia, and was to 
the North of the firſt, It took in 
the Circles of Suabia and Bawa- 
ria; but by the modern Rhezyua is 
meant only the Gr:/ons Country. 

Ruenus, the River Rhine, 
which parts France and Germany. 
After a long Courſe of 300 Miles, 
it falls into the River Maſa, and 
the German Sea. Alſo a River in 
Italy by Bononia. | 

RropaNus, the Rhoſne, a Ri- 
ver of France, riſing in Mount Sz. 
Godard, part of the Alps, in the 
Country of the Griſons, on the 
Borders of the Canton of Uri in 
Sewwifferland, It croſſes the Lake 
of Gene va, Savoy, Dauphine ; paſ- 
ſes by Lyons through Languedoc and 
Provence, and falls into the Medi- 
terranean thirty Miles Weſt of Mar- 
jc-illes. | . 

Ruopoya, a Province at the 
River Mela, above the Helleſpont, 
near Prepontis, 

RaopoPe, Mons, Argentaro, a 
Mountain of Thrace, between Bui- 
garia to the North, and Macedon 
to the South, extending from the 
City Dewelto to Adrianople. 

Ryopus, Rhedes, an Ifland in 
the Mediterranean Sea, between 
Cyprus to the Eaſt, and Crete to 
the Weſt, forty Leagues from the 
former, and about eighty-five from 
the latter. It is an hundred and 
thirty Miles in Circuit. The Ca- 
pital is of the ſame Name, and 

e | __*  flands 
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ftands on the Eaſt Coaſt, with a 
ood Port, having two Rocks at its 
ntrance, on which are two 'Tow- 
ers for its Defence. On theſe two 
Rocks, it is thought, was the fa- 
mous Coloſſus, one of the Wonders 
of the World.. It was a Statue, 
dedicated to the Sun, ſeventy Cu- 
bits in height. Here was a cele- 
brated Academy for Eloquence and 
the Mathematicks. . 
Roma, Rome, a very ancient, 
large, and magnificent City, one 
of the moſt famous in the World; 
the Metropolis of all 7aly, a pa- 
triarchal City, and an Univerſity, 
now ſubject to the Pope.

SacunTUM, Morwiedro, anci- 
ently a famous City of Hiſpania 
Tarracozenfis, now of the Kingdom 
of Valercia in Spain, on the Banks 
of the River of the ſame Name, a 
League from the Mediterranean, 
and the Gulph of Valencia, four 
Leagues South from Segorbo, and 
four from Valencia, in the Road to 
Catalonin, famous for a Siege it 


foftained againſt Hannibal, in the 


Year of Reme 535. The Inhabi- 
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tants, after eight or nine Months 
Reſiſtance, choſe rather to burn 
themſelves and their City, than 
ſurrender to him. 1 | 
SALAN IA, Cazorla, a Town of 
Spain, in Andalufia. 

SALASSI, a People of Piedmont, 
inhabiting the Country, now the 
Valley of 4ouft in Italy. | 

SALENTINI, a People of Hay. 
inhabiting that part of the Pro- 
vince of Naples, which now makes 
the Province of Otranto; their Ci- 
ties were Brunduſium, Tarentum, 
and Hydruntum. | 

SaLo, Cliqa, a Town of Dal 
matia, ſix Miles from Spalatro and 
the Coaſt of the Gulph of Venice 
to the North. It was the Coun- 


try and Place of Retreat of the 


Emperor Diocletian. | 
SAMNITES, a People of /taly 
inhabiting the Country between 


Latium, Campania, the Caracent, 


the Peligni, who inhabited the 
Country about Su/nmona, in the Hi- 
ther Abruzzo, in the Kingdom of 
Naples, the Veſtiui and the Sabines. 
AMos, an Iſland of the Archi- 
pelago, on the Coaſt of Aa Minor, 
five Miles diſtant. It is about 80 
Miles in Circuit, and famous for 
the Invention of Potters Ware, firſt 
made here; for being the Birth - 
place of the Saman Sibylla, and 


for the Temple of Juno. 


SaRDIN IA, an Ifland in the 
Mediterranean, 160 Miles long, 
and 80 Miles broad, eight Miles 
from the Iſland of Corfica, It is 
environed with 44 little Iſlands, 
36 of which are uninhabited. . 
 SaxrÞ1s, an antient City of A- 
fia Minor, the Capital of Lydia, 
and the Seat of King Caſas. It 
lies on the foot of Mount T meo/uy, 


on the River Pa#olus, about fixty

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SARMAT IA, 2 large Country, 
which was part in Europe and part 
in Fa; the latter included the Cogn-

They paſt 
the Elbe, and poſſeſt themſelves 
of the Country called from them 
S2xeny in the fourth Century. 
They made Conqueſts in France 
and Great Britain; where, with 
their Neighbours the Englib, they 
founded ſeven Kingdoms, and at 
laſt one powerful Monarchy, 

SCORDISCI, a People of E/cla- 
wonia, whoſe Capital was Sirmizm. 

SCYTHIA, adouble Province of 
Alia, divided by Mount Imaus. 
The one on this fide, lies between 
the Caſpian Sea and Northern O- 
cean, now called Tartary. The 
other beyond the Mount extends to 
Cathay, the North part of China. 
There was alſo a Scythia in Europe, 
the Country about the Palus Meo- 
tis, inhabited by the Alani, Aga- 
thyr/i, Geloni, and Sauromatæ. The 
North- part of Maæſa was alſo call - 
ed ſo, and the Inhabitants Scythi- 
ang. The Countries fo termed by 
the Ancients anſwer to our Grand 
and Crim Tartary.

SELEUCIA, an ancient City of

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Maſepotamia in Aſn, on the River 
Tigris, three Miles from Cieſpbon, 
the Seat of King Tigrazes, who aſe 
ſiſted Mithridates againſt the Ne. 
mani, and was vanquiſhed by them. 
Alſo a City of Syria, on the Coaſt, 
a League from the Mouth of the 
River Farfar, and three Leagues 
North of Antioch, now called Se- 
leuche Jelber. Alſo a City of Va- 
tolia, in the Province of Cara- 
manja, on the River Salſe, ten 
Miles from the Coaſt of the Medi- 


terranean, and the Gulph of Sata- 


lia. It was anciently an Arch- 
biſhoprick in Cilicia, but it is now 
reduced to almoſt a Village, Alſo 
Seleucobelus, an antient City of Sy- 
ria, ten Leagues from Antioch, to- 
wards the Eaſt, once a Biſhoprick, 
now a Village called Diwvertzgi, Al- 
ſo an ancient City and Biſhoprick of 
Iſauria, between Antioch of Pifidia 
and Perge, where the Emperor Tra- 


jan died. It is now called Coraz- 


zafat, and is inas mean a Condition 
as the otherCities of the ſame Name, 
which they all took from Seleucus, 
one of Alexander's Captains, wha 
after his Death was King of Syria. - 
SENa, an ancient City of Un- 
bria, a Colony of the Senones of 
Gaul, thence called alſo Seno Gal- 
lia. It is now a City in the Dut- 
chy of Urbiz in 1taly, at the Mouth 
of the little River Nzgo/la, in the 
Gulph of Venice, in the midway 
between Ancona to the Eaſt, and 
Peſaro to the Weſt, twenty-two 
Miles from each. Alfo the River
